We give the 
figures of the principal classes of imports from their 
main sources during the period under review. 








British Indian Trade in June. (Page 266.) 

There was an all-round decrease in the overseas 
trade of India in June as compared with the same 
month of last year, though exports were slightly 
larger than in May. The United Kingdom’s share 
of the import trade was only 43 per cent. of the total, 
as against 45 per cent. in June, 1928. 


Trade of Sierra Leone. (Page 267.) 

Of the imports into Sierra Leone last year over 60 
per cent. came from the United Kingdom; this was, 
however, rather less than in 1927. Exports from the 
Colony went to the United Kingdom to the extent of 
over 29 per cent. of the total, but Germany took 
nearly 40 per cent. 








United States Business Conditions. (Page 269.) 
There would appear to be some recession in recent 
business and industrial activity which is not entirely 
accounted for by seasonal influences. 





Shipping Activity at British Ports. (Page 270.) 

As compared with the same month of last year 
there was much greater activity in the movement 
of shipping at United Kingdom ports in July. In the 
foreign trade arrivals with cargo were 9-2 per cent. 
larger, and departures 11:6 per cent. greater, while 
tonnage in ballast rose 14-8 and 14-4 per cent. re- 
spectively. The coasting trade likewise showed ex- 
pansion in both directions, the increases varying 
from 13-2 to 7 per cent. 





German Treaty with Estonia. (Page 274.) 

A Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between 
Germany and Estonia came into force at the end of 
July. We present an outline of the agreement, 
which is generally on most-favoured-nation lines.

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CATALOGUE OF PLANS OF ABANDONED 
MINES. 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication 
of Volume IIT of the new Catalogue of Plans of Aban- 
doned Mines. This volume-covers the counties of 
Derby, Leicester, Lincoln, Norfolk, Northampton, 
Nottingham, Oxford, Warwick and York, and includes 
particulars not only of the large collection of plans of 
abandoned mines at the Mines Department, but also 
of many plans in private ownership, information re- 
garding which has been included by the courtesy of the 
owners. In all, it contains entries for about 5,000 plans 
and it gives for each plan, so far as it has been possible 
to obtain the information, particulars of the coal seam 
or other mineral worked and data from which the 
approximate position and probable extent of the work- 
ings can be seen on the six-inch scale sheets of the 
Ordnance Survey. It contains also a large number of 
references to abandoned mines the plans of which have 
not been found. 

The primary object in preparing the catalogue has 
been to assist those engaged in the mining industry in 
dealing with the problem of danger from accumulations 
of water and the other problems that may arise from 
the existence of old workings in proximity to present- 
day workings. But the catalogue may be of service 
also to persons interested in mineral prospecting and 
development and to others who, for various reasons, 
may be interested in fhe question of surface subsidence 
in particular localities. 

Volume III of the Catalogue is now on sale and 
copies can be obtained through any bookseller, or 
directly from H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral House, 
Kingsway, London, W.C. 2; York Street, Manchester;

IGNITION OF FIREDAMP. 


When dealing with a matter which is the subject of 
constant research, both in this and other coal-produc- 
ing countries, it becomes essential that the results of 
earlier work be reviewed from time to time in the light 
of new data and the old interpretations confirmed or 
revised. 

‘The Ignition of Firedamp ”’ is a subject of this 
nature and in the Paper under that title just issued by 
the Safety in Mines Research Board (S.M.R.B. Paper 
No. 53, H.M. Stationery Office, price 6d. net) the in- 
formation given in Paper No. 8, of 1925, has been 
revised und supplemented. 

I'he Paper summarises present knowledge as to the 
conditions under which various forms of heat applica- 
tion (compression, contact with flames, electric dis- 
charge, friction, etc.) reach the combined intensity and 
duration necessary to cause ignition of the various 
inflammable mixtures of firedamp and air.

ADDITIONAL APPOINTMENTS IN H.M. 
TRADE COMMISSIONER SERVICE. 


With reference to the announcement in the House 
of Commons on 8th July of the decision to appoint two 
Trade Commissioners, one of whom would reopen the 
post at Singapore which was closed in 1922, while the 
other would be attached to assist the Senior Trade 
Commissioner at Sydney, the Department of Overseas 
Trade now notifies that the Singapore post is being 
filled by the appointment of Mr. R. Boulter, C.M.G., 
at present Commercial Secretary at Tokio. 


Mr. Boulter was appointed a Student Interpreter in 
Japan in 1907; he has held various consular posts in 
that country and was appointed Commercial Secretary 
at Tokio in March, 1925. He was Acting Consul- 
General at Yokohama from June, 1923, to March, 
1924, and was made a C.M.G. in recognition of 
the work he did in Yokohama at the time of the great 
earthquake in 1923. He acted as Commercial Coun- 
sellor from February, 1926, to October, 1927. 


Mr. Boulter expects to reach Singapore in November, 
and a further notification will be issued as soon as he 
has taken up his new duties and secured office premises. 


The appointment of the officer to fill the post at 
Sydney will be notified later. 





FOREIGN FIRMS’ REPRESENTATIVES IN 
CHILE. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Santiago re- 
ports that juridical rights have been granted by Presi- 
dential Decree to a recently formed body at Santiago 
known as the “‘ Associacién de Representantes de Casas 
Extranjeras en Chile.”’ 

The objects of the society are to promote goodwill 
among the representatives of foreign houses established 
in Chile and to protect the interests of members. 





EAST AFRICAN COTTON AND COTTON- 
SEED EXPORTS. 


According to a statement received from H.M. 
Trade Commissioner at Nairobi, exports of cotton dur- 
ing April last from Uganda and Tanganyika Territory 
were valued at 11,927,488 shillings and 2,592 shs. 
respectively. The chief buyers of the Uganda cotton 
were India and Burma, 6,636,370 shs.; Great Britain, 
2,830,102 shs.; Japan, 2,234,376 shs.; Spain, 
117,744 shs. and Italy, 88,478 shs. With regard to 
Tanganyika the entire export went to India and 
Burma. 


Cotton-seed exports from Kenya and Uganda were 
valued at 1,300 shs. (all to Tanganyika Territory), 
and 1,095,949 shs. respectively (1,023,760 shs. to 
Great Britain and 72,189 shs. to Japan).

THE HAGUE CONFERENCE. 


.REPARATIONS: DELIVERIES IN KIND. 


In the Protocol signed on behalf of the Conference on 
Saturday, 3lst August, by M. Jaspar, the President of 
the Conference, and Sir Maurice Hankey, Secretary- 
General, there are the following passages regarding de- 
liveries in kind :— 


‘* (4) The Conference decides on the appointment of 
technical committees charged with the duty of prepar- 
ing detailed recommendations in regard to 


(a) the framing in conformity with Annex II of 
new regulations for deliveries in kind and to suggest 
any steps necessary in connection with the transi- 
tion from the present to the new system in so far 
as concerns such deliveries;.... 7’ 





‘‘ ANNEX II. 
AGREEMENT REGARDING DELIVERIES IN KIND. 


I. The Belgian, British, French, German, Italian 
and Japanese Governments agree on the following 
points :— 


(1) A Committee shall be set up by the Govern- 
ments concerned in order to draw up in accordance 
with paragraph 138 of the Experts’ Report new 
regulations for deliveries in kind and to suggest 
any steps necessary in connection with the transi- 
tion from the present to the new system, in so far 
as concerns such deliveries. 


(2) The provisions of these regulations shall be 
binding on the Bank for International Settlements 
and can only be revised by agreement between the 
Governments concerned. 


(3) The principle of the Wallenberg Regulations 
concerning the prohibition to re-export goods re- 
ceived as deliveries in kind shall be maintained 
under the Experts’ Report. 


(4) The new regulations shall not contain any 
measures which would permit the various Powers 
to dispose of a part of their share in deliveries in 
kind outside their own territories in the manner 
provided for in paragraph 139 of the Experts’ 
Report. 


(5) The special programmes referred to !n 
Section 4 of Annex IV to the Experts’ Report shall 
be subject to the procedure laid down in Appen- 
dix I. 


II. The Belgian, British, French, Italian and 
Japanese Governments agree that the British and 
French Governments have the right to a Reparation 
(Recovery) Act levy pari passu with any deliveries in 
kind, including those furnished under a moratorium, 
that is to say that, of the total amount transferred in 
any year in deliveries in kind (including the quota under 
the Reparation Recovery Acts), the quota under the 
British Reparation (Recovery) Act will amount to 23°05 
per cent., and the quota under the French Reparation 
(Recovery) Act to 4-95 per cent.* The German Govern- 
ment makes a reserve in so far as concerns the possible 
application of the Reparation (Recovery) Acts after the 
expiry of the 10 years’ programme of Deliveries in 
Kind laid down in the Experts’ Report. 








* The schedule of deliveries in kind as a whole to the creditor 
countries is set out in Annex VII., §3, of the Report of the 
Committee of Experts on Reparations of 7th June. 1929 (Cmd. 
3343). 
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III. The Italian Government undertakes, as part 
of the present agreement, to execute the arrangement 
Jaid down in Appendix 2 hereto in the matter of imports 
of coal to Italy.”’ 


‘* APPENDIX 1 TO‘ANNEX II. 


With a view to safeguarding the financial, commer- 
cial and economic interests of the several signatory 
Governments, the following procedure shall be applied 
to the special programme for deliveries in kind :— 


(a) In the case of any such special programme 
involving an extension in any of the first ten 
years of the Experts’ Report of the programme of 
deliveries in kind laid down in the Report for 
that year; 


(b) In the case of any special programme after 
the first ten years. 


These special programmes shall be submitted for 
approval to a Committee which shall be convened by 
the Bank for International Settlements and on which 
each of the signatory Governments may have a repre- 
sentative. This Committee shall take decisions by a 
majority vote. If a member of the Committee con- 
siders that the interests of his Government as defined 
above are prejudiced by the decision of the Com- 
mittee, he may suspend the execution thereof in whole 
or part and refer the decision to the arbitrator pro- 
vided for hereafter, on condition that he furnishes the 
arbitrator with a reasoned statement of his objections 
within a maximum period of seven days. ‘The arbi- 
trator shall give a decision within fourteen days con- 
cerning the approval or the rejection of the programme 
or of the part of the programme in dispute. 


The arbitrator shall be of neutral nationality, and 
shall be of high commercial and financial standing. 
He shall be appointed by the signatory Governments 
acting unanimously, or, failing unanimity, by the Pre-

‘* APPENDIX 2 TO ANNEX II. 


1. An arrangement has been made between France 
and Italy under which it becomes possible to equalise, 
without altering the total yearly amount of Germany's 
deliveries in kind, the yearly amounts of the deliveries 
in kind to be taken by Italy during the ten-year period. 


Under this arrangement, Italy’s allocation of de- 
liveries in kind, instead of varying during that period 
from 75 to 30 million Reichsmarks a year, will be fixed 
at the amount of 524 million Reichsmarks a year: the 
peak of the Italian purchases of coal in Germany on 
reparations account is therefore reduced. 


2. As a result of this arrangement, the Italian Gov- 
ernment undertakes, on behalf of the Italian State 
Railways— 

(a) to purchase one million tons of British coal 
yearly for three years as from 15th November, 
1929, at a price f.o.b. sfrictly in keeping with the 
lowest price obtained under contracts which are 
concluded at about the same time for the sale of 
British coal of similar quality and which are com- 
parable also as regards quantity ; 


(b) to abstain from importing reparation coal 
via sea over and above the maximum quantity of 
1,500,000 tons per annum during the said ten- 
year period.’’ 


Each of the Inviting Powers (Belgium, France, 
Germany, Great Britain, Italy and Japan) and the 
Kingdom of the Serbs, Croats, Slovenes have been 
requested by the Conference to nominate a represen- 
tative for the Committee to frame new regulations as 
regards deliveries in kind. 
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BULGARIA. 





AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS AND THE 
IMPORT TRADE. 


The total national income of Bulgaria has been esti- 
mated by the Section of Economic Studies at the 
National Bank at 40 milliard leva, writes the British 
Consul-General at Sofia, in the course of a memoran- 
dum on the economic situation in Bulgaria, 1928-29. 
Of this, about 21 per cent. reverts to the State in the 
form of taxes, ete., and from 1934 onwards the propor- 
tion will advance pro rata with the increased Repara- 
tion payments. The Ministry of Agriculture estimates 
the minimum annual revenue of an agriculturist (this 
class forming about 80 per cent. of the population) at 
500 leva per head, a figure which speaks for itself and 
explains the low purchasing power of the country 
generally. 

For agriculture, 1928 was an unfortunate year. Ex- 
ceptionally severe storms and floods, the earthquake 
which wholly or partially destroyed or damaged many 
prosperous towns and villages in the Plovdiv region of 
Southern Bulgaria, was finally crowned by an unpre. 
cedented drought. Apart from material losses sustained, 
human suffering has been considerable. But for the im- 
provement in the yield per hectare of wheat, rye and 
barley the position would have been serious indeed. It 
can be ascribed in a very large measure to the more 
extensive use of modern implements, the imports of 
which in 1928 totalled 11,263 tons, as compared with 
5,591 tons in 1927 and 4,123 tons in 1926. This year 
perhaps no less than 30 per cent. of the winter sowings 
were ruined by the frosts of last winter, and the lands 
have, in most cases, been re-sown with spring varieties, 
particularly barley. It is hoped that the maize crop will 
assist towards balancing off the losses on other cereals. 


The Ministry of Agriculture continues to display con- 
spicuous energy towards the improvement of agricul- 
tural methods, since it is universally realised that in- 
creased production is the one and only solution to the 
economic problem confronting the country. Import 
duties on many items used in agriculture have been 
waived, and large quantities of ploughs, harrows, 
seeders, cultivators, etc., have been imported on the 
Ministry’s behalf. During 1928 implements to the 
value of 100 million leva were purchased, and further 
purchases to a similar amount are contemplated this 
year. These implements are distributed to the agricul- 
turists, if necessary on credit terms, at a rebate of 
15 per cent. on their cost price. If distributed through 
a co-operative organisation the rebate is 20 per cent. 

Animated by the new Local Industry Encouragement 
Law and strengthened by tariff protection, local in- 
dustry is making progress. At the end of 1927 there 
were 1,031 “ privileged ’’ undertakings (mining 5, 
metallurgical 122, ceramic 118, chemical 92, foodstuffs 
and beverages 383, textiles 132, timber and wood- 
working 50, tanning 54, paper-making 33, electrical 42) 
employing about 23,000 workpeople and 83,000 horse- 
power, the capital aggregating 4,545 million leva. 
There was a considerable increase in the number of 
undertakings, but actual figures are not yet available. 
As an indication of this, the number of workpeople em- 
ployed during March, April and May of this year 
averaged 73,590, as compared with a monthly average 
of 58,540 during a similar period last year. In the 
textile industries alone the monthly average during the 
first three months of the year was 13,280 workpeople, 
or 1,700 over the 1928 figure. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 


The value of exports in 1928 was 6,253 million leva, 
and of imports 7,041 million leva, as compared with 
6,628 million leva and 6,129 million leva respectively 
in 1927. The deficit was, therefore, 808 million leva, 
as against a surplus of 499 million leva in the previous 
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vear. For the first four months of 1929 an adverse 
balance of 378 million leva was shown, as compared 
with a deficit of 3875 millions for the corresponding 
period of last year. 

Among the imports which showed a notable increase 
over the previous year were: metals and metal products 
(12-7 per cent. of the total), 134 million leva, including 
raw iron, 60 million leva; timber and its products, 60 
million leva; textiles (37-5 per cent. of the total), 180 
million leva, chiefly composed of cotton and woollen 
yarns, 137 million leva, and raw cotton, 44 million 
leva; rolling stock and motor-cars, 93 million leva, 
motor-cars accounting for about 60 million leva; 
machinery and implements (15 per cent. of the total), 
310 million leva, the bulk consisting of agricultural 
machinery and implements, but also engines, 54 
million leva, and textile machinery, 44 million leva, 
while there was an increase in the value of sewing 
machines.

The increase in the Customs duties in March, 1926, 
and then the raising of the co-efficient from 15 to 20 
paper leva for one gold leva in July last, which was 
equivalent to an increase of 333 per cent. on practi- 
cally all imported commodities, naturally brought down 
the volume of manufactured goods and sent up the 
volume of raw and auxiliary materials for local 
industrial needs. The object underlying these in- 
creases was undoubtedly a desire to give fresh impetus 
to home production. 

Bulgaria’s principal customers for her exports 
were :—Germany, who took 28 per cent. of the total in 
1928, as against 23 per cent. in 1927; Austria, who 
took 14-5 per cent., against 16°5 per cent.; Italy 11-0 
per cent., against 73 per cent.; Greece 8-1 per cent., 
against 14:8 per cent.; France 5 per cent., against 5°8 
per cent.; Belgium 4:2 per cent., against 4:8 per cent. ; 
Poland 4°6 per cent.; and Turkey 4°7 per cent., against 
2-6 per cent. 


TRADE WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 


Great Lritain exporting to Bulgaria goods to the 
value of 782°5 million leva (say £1,100,000) in 1928, 
imported Bulgarian produce to the value of only 21 
million leva (say £180,000). A greater measure of re- 
ciprocity would be gratifying and helpful, but, 
apparently, since the war, Bulgaria has been able to 
find better prices on the Continent. The major portion 
of British trade with Bulgaria (say 67 per cent.) is 
in textiles, including raw and semi-finished materials 
for local industries. The development of these has 
completely excluded many items and considerably re- 
duced the volume of others. 

Great Britain should endeavour as far as possible to 
replace its lost trade in piece-goods by cotton and 
woollen yarns required by local industries. We are 
far behind Belgium, Italy, France and Czechoslovakia 
as regards the supply of woollen yarns, mainly for the 
reason that prices of British-made yarns are higher, 
although of better grade. There is little doubt but 
that Bulgarian industries will be employing higher 
grade yarns as time advances. One or two British 
firms, in order to keep in touch with the market, are 
supplying Belgian and other yarns. 


Cotton and Woollen Piece-Goods.—There is room for 
competition in cotton prints, calicos, poplins, etc., and 
also in the higher grades of woollen piece-goods. In the 
latter home production has excluded cloths weighing over

500 grammes to the square metre. In cloths, 250 to 500 gr., 
Great Britain has about 24 per cent. of the trade, as 
against Germany’s 27 per cent. and Czechoslovakia’s 25 per 
cent. Great Britain’s share in woollen piece-goods of up 
to 250 gr. is only 1-1 per cent., Germany and France 
taking 77 per cent. between them. 


Industrial Machinery.—In spite of the increased demand 
the United Kingdom’s share in this trade is relatively small, 
Great Britain has about 10 per cent. in internal-combus- 
tion engines, about 15 per cent. in textile machinery, as 
against Germany’s 60 per cent., and a very small share 
indeed in other classes. 


Agricultural Machinery and Implements.—Britain’s 
share in threshing machines is about 16 per cent., as 
against Hungary’s 48 per cent. and Germany’s 15 per cent. 
The British share in other classes of machinery and imple- 
ments is practically nil, with the exception of oil tractor 
ploughs, of which it has 3 per cent. There is good trade to 
be done in ploughs, but of the types already established. 


Chemicals, particularly heavy, could find a market. In 


_tanning materials there is room for improvement, the 


United Kingdom’s share in extracts being under 7 per cent. 
For iron and steel the:. will be a good and growing 
market, as soon as Br’ .. prices are competitive. 


Trade in the following lines could be secured :—Linseed 
oil; nut edible oils; palm and coconut and castor oils; 
essential oils and essences; cutlery of the cheaper grades 
and razors; horseshoe nails; lead in ingots, pipes and 
sheets; zinc in sheets; copper in ingots, sheets, bottoms, 
bars, etc. hides; bicycles, motor cycles and gramophones. 


The ed is keenly felt for a British bank. Until 
this is esvablished, or until some British bank acquires 
a controlling interest in a completely neutr>l (Bul- 
garian, for instance) bank, British trade must ‘jnue 
to labour under a distinct disadvantage. The trade 
interests of our competitors are adequately cared for 
by banks of their own nationality.

GUIDE TO CURRENT OFFICIAL STATISTICS. 


The complexity of modern civilisation demands, 
alike from the expert and from the layman, an in- 
creasing knowledge of the organised activities of the 
community and the social phenomena to which they 
are related. Recognition of the extreme importance of 
statistics, as the most convenient means of acquiring 
this knowledge, has proceeded apace in recent years; 
but it may often happen that the enquirer has, in the 
first instance, to discover for himself where the desired 
information can be obtained. 

So far as official statistics are concerned (and, as 
regards both scope and authority, Government pub- 
lications form the most important source of statistical 
material in the United Kingdom) this requirement is 
met by the ‘‘ Guide to Current Official Statistics.”’ 
This extremely compact publication, a fresh volume 
of which is issued every year, not only gives a list, 
arranged under Departments, of volumes containing 
statistical information, but also provides a detailed 
index of subjects, in which are indicated the exact 
characteristics, as regards date and place, of the 
statistics to which reference is made. Special devices 
are employed to facilitate the use of this index by 
even the most casual enquirer, and to enable the 
appropriate reference to published official statistics on 
any subject to be readily traced.

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CANADIAN COKE AND GAS INDUSTRY. 


The manufacture of coke and gas in Canada in 1928 
was carried on in 45 plants, capitalised at 92,145,190 
dollars, employing 3,914 persons and turning out pro- 
ducts with a total value of 34,708,447 dols., states a 

teport received by the High Commissioner of Canada 
in London from the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
at Ottawa. Materials cost 17,164,246 dols., so that 
the value added by manufacturing processes was 
17,544,201 dols. 


Illuminating and fuel gas was the principal product 
of 37 plants, and 8 plants were engaged principally in 
the manufacture of coke. Output of gas-house and by- 
product coke in Canada during 1928 totalled 2,314,127 
tons, an increase of 287,689 tons over the total for the 
previous year. This tonnage established a new record, 
being 14 per cent. greater than the previous high record 
of 2,027, 058 tons in 1926. By-product coke plants pro- 
duced 1,980,591 tons in 1928, while only 333,536 tons 
were obtained from artificial gas plants. In addition, 
95,908 tons of petroleum coke ,;yare recovered as a by- 
product of petroleum refining. 


Production of gas totalled 35,058,920 M. cubic feet, 
of which 11,867,124 M. cu. ft. were produced in gas 
plants and 23, 191, 796 M. cu. ft. in by-product coke 
ovens. Sales of gas reached 15,606,609 M-*cu. it., 

rth 13,933,537 dols.; most of the remainin*’gas was 
use “a for fuel,in the reporting plants or associat,,,, metal- 
lurgical works. A further 2,489,346 M. cu. tz. of still 
gas was jnade in petroleum refineries for their ¢ own use. 


Ini 4°ss of coke into the Dominion increased to a 
total of 1,060,029 tons in 1928 from 772,235 tons in 
1927. Exports of by-product and gas coke totalled 
25,058 tons, as compared with the 1927 figure of 74,109 
tons. In addition, petroleum coke amounting to 19,857 
tons was exported during 1928, as against 17,424 tons in 
1927. 





SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE IN AUGUST.

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INDIAN WEATHER, CROPS AND PRICES. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND MONSOON. 


Calcutta, 2nd September.—During the week ended 
lst September rainfall was general in Konkan on five 
days; in Lower Burma, East Rajputana and Orissa on 
three; in Kashmir, the Central Provinces and the East 
United Provinces on two; and in Central India, the 
East and West Central Provinces, Sind and North 
Punjab, West Central India and Malabar on one day. 

The monsoon was active in Lower Burma, Orissa, the 
West United Provinces, the central parts of the country 
and on the West Coast. 


CROPS. 


Madras, 24th August.—Rainfall has been heavy on 
the West Coast and in parts of the Circars during the 
past week. Sowings have been retarded in Bellary, 
where no rain has fallen. The condition of standing 
crops is generally fair to good. 


Bihar and Orissa, 26th August.—Rainfall has been 
general and heavy in Orissa and Balasore, and light to 
moderate elsewhere. The condition of crops is good in 
most districts. More rain is needed for the transplanta- 
tion of winter paddy in Purnea and parts of Santhal 
Perganas. Bhadai crops have been damaged in parts of 
Palamau by excessive rains. Floods are reported from 
Cuttack, where crops are submerged. In the Feudatory 
States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur the weather has been 
seasonable, and sugar-cane is thriving. 


United Provinces, 17th August.—Rainfall has been 
most unevenly distributed in all districts. Crops have 
been slightly damaged by locusts in parts of Dehradun, 
Bijnor, Moradabad, Meerut, Bulandsahar, Aligarh, 
Agra, Etah, Mainpuri and Etawah. There have been 
excessive rains in Pilibit, Fyzabad, Jaunpur and 
Mirzapur. The condition of standing crops is good. 


28th August.—Rainfall has been light ex- 
cept in parts of Midnapore, Darjeeling, Dacca and 
Bakarganj, where it has been moderate. The trans- 
plantation of winter paddy has been retarded by an 
absence of rain. There is not enough water to steep 
jute in parts of North and West Bengal. The condition 
and prospects of standing crops are fairly good. 


Bengal, 


Central Provinces, 26th August.—The weather has 
been cloudy, and light to heavy rain has fallen. More 
rain is badly needed in some parts ; in others rainfall has 
been excessive and slightly affected crops. Heavy rain 
has fallen in the Feudatory States, and standing crops 
are progressing. 


Punjab, 26th August.—Rainfall has been general, 
being unevenly sufficient in the south-eastern and 
central parts and sufficient elsewhere. The condition of 
standing crops is average to good. Standing crops have 
suffered owing to heavy rain in Dera Ghazi Khan and 
have suffered slightly from the flooding of the Mont- 
gomery River in Ludhiana, Hoshiarpur, Amritsar, 
Mianwali and Muzzafargarh. Locusts have somewhat 
affected crops in the south-eastern, central and western 
parts of the Punjab. Cotton has been damaged by boll 
worm in parts of Shakhpur. 


Assam, 2nd September.—The weather has been 
seasonable. There has been no rain. Outturn pro- 
spects for autumn rice and jute are not good and for 
potatoes are poor. The condition of other crops is fair, 
though rice has been damaged by insects in some 
districts.

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Sydney has forwarded a statement showing that the total value of imports into the 
Commonwealth of Australia of certain classes of goods during the quarter ended 3lst March last was £35,531,242, as 
compared with £39,553,663 and £32,200,692 respectively in the December and September quarters of 1928. The chief 
contributors were the United Kingdom, £14,416,419; Canada, £1,645,570; France, £991,902; Germany, £1,020,491; 
Japan, £920,060; the Dutch East Indies, £1,643,654; and the United States, £8,454,141. The following table gives

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in June was Rs. 8.18 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 2,49 lakhs 
in May, 1929, and Rs. 7,92 lakhs in June, 1928. 

During the three months ended 30th June, the visible 
balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was Rs. 11,70 
lakhs in favour of India as compared with Rs. 14,24 lakhs 
in the corresponding period of last year. The balance of 
remittances of funds in June, 1929, was minus Rs. 13 
lakhs and in the three months then ended minus Rs. 61 
lakhs, 

CHANGES IN ImpoRTS AND Exports. 


As compared with June, 1928, imports of food, drink, 
and tobacco fell by Rs. 40 lakhs to Rs. 2,12 lakhs, of raw 
materials by Rs. 45 lakhs to Rs. 1,87 lakhs, and manufac. 
tured articles by Rs. 1,41 lakhs to Rs. 12,19 lakhs. Under 
food, drink, and tobacco, imports of sugar, 16 D.S. and 
above (excluding beet), decreased in quantity by 13,000 
tons to 23,000 tons and in value by Rs. 38 lakhs to Rs. 38 
lakhs (or one-half). There were, however, larger arrivals of 
beet sugar, amounting to 7,000 tons, valued at Rs. 12 lakhs, 
as against only 25 tons, valued at Rs. 5,000, a year ago. Im- 
ports of wheat, from Australia and Argentina, amounted to 
26,000 tons, valued at Rs. 36 lakhs, against 3,000 tons, valued 
at Rs. 5 lakhs in the corresponding month of last year. Rice 
not in the husk, imported almost entirely into the Madras 
Presidency, fell to 1,500 tons, valued at Rs. 2 lakhs, from 
10,800 tons, valued at Rs. 14} lakhs, in June, 1928. Im- 
ports of vegetable produce amounted to 19,000 tons, valued 
at Rs. 7 lakhs, as against 56,000 tons, valued at Rs. 23 
lakhs, a year earlier. Under raw materials imports of raw 


cotton showed a decrease of 4,500 tons in quantity and of. 


Rs. 554 lakhs in value. Kerosene oil showed an increase of 
5 million gallons in quantity and of Rs. 28} lakhs in value. 
Under manufactured articles, the imports of cotton yarn 
and manufactures declined by Rs. 30 lakhs. Imports of 
twist and yarn increased by 200,000 lbs. in quantity and 
by Rs. 2 lakhs in value, while piece-goods decreased by 
6 million yards in quantity and in value by Rs. 32 Jakhs. 
Grey goods rose by 12 million yards in quantity and by 
Rs. 264 lakhs in value, while white and coloured goods fell 
by 12 and 6 million yards in quantity and in value by 
Rs. 27 and Rs. 31 lakhs respectively, There were also 
noticeable decreases under metals other than iron and steel 
(— Rs. 23 lakhs), carriages and parts for railways 
(— Rs, 20 lakhs), aniline dyes (— Rs. 12 lakhs), and hard- 
ware and machinery (— Rs. 11 lakhs) each. 

Exports of food, drink, and tobacco in June, 1929, com- 
pared with June, 1928, decreased by Rs. 1,37 lakhs to 
Rs. 5,21 lakhs, owing mainly to reduced exports of barley, 
wheat and coffee. The quantity of barley exported de- 
clined from 50,000 tons to 5,000 tons, the value falling 
from Rs. 60 lakhs to Rs. 6 lakhs. Exports of wheat fell 
from 63,000 tons to 300 tons only, and the value from 
Rs, 91 lakhs to Rs. 77,000 only, while shipments of rice 
recorded an advance of 28,000 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 26 lakhs in value. Exports of tea showed an increase 
of 2 million lbs, in quantity and of Rs. 4 lakhs in value. 
There was, however, a decline in shipments of coffee from 
28,000 cwts., valued at Rs. 23 lakhs, to 13,000 cwts., 
valued at Rs. 10} lakhs. Raw materials and produce ex- 
ported decreased by Rs. 23 lakhs to Rs. 14,01 lakhs. 
Under this group, raw cotton recorded a noticeable in- 
crease from 54,000 tons, valued at Rs. 5,83 lakhs, to, 68,000 
tons, valued at Rs. 6,63 lakhs, of which Japan took 35,000 
tons, or 51 per cent., China 8,000 tons, Belgium 6,000 tons, 
Germany 4,500 tons, France and Italy 4,000 tons each, and 
the United Kingdom 3,400 tons, the remainder being 
shipped mainly to Spain and the United States. Raw 
jute fell from 50,000 tons to 40,000 tons in quantity, the 
corresponding decrease in value being from Rs. 1,83 lakhs 
to Rs. 1,42 lakhs. 
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The exports of oilseeds also showed a net decline of 
Rs. 75 lakhs. Under rapeseed there was a decline of 
Rs. 10 lakhs, under groundnuts Rs. 57 lakhs, and under 
cottonseed Rs. 15 lakhs. Exports of raw hides and skins 
fell by Rs. 20 lakhs, while those of raw wool increased by 
Rs. 214 lakhs. Shipments of lac decreased by Rs. 12 
lakhs. Manufactured goods declined by Rs. 4 lakhs to 
Rs. 6,59 lakhs. The number of jute bags shipped advanced 
from 25 millions in June, 1928, to 29 millions in the month 
under survey, the value rising from Rs. 1,39 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,48 lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth exported in- 
creased from 121 millions to 132 millions, while the value 
rose slightly from Rs. 2,45 lakhs to Rs. 2,47 lakhs. Tanned 
or dressed hides decreased by 700 tons in quantity and by 
Rs. 22 lakhs in value. Exports of pig iron amounted to 
53,000 tons, valued at Rs. 25 lakhs, as compared with 
27,000 tons, valued at Rs. 12 lakhs, a year ago. 


TRADE WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING, 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
45 per cent. in June, 1928, to 43 per cent. in June, 1929, 
and in exports from 21 per cent. to 20 per cent. The 
shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in June, 
1929, were respectively 7, 8 and 9 per cent. under imports, 
and 8, 14 and 12 per cent. under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign coun- 
tries and British Possessions during June amounted 
respectively to 579,000 and 694,000, as against 646,000 and 
709,000 in May, 1929, and 649,000 and 632,000 in June, 
1928. During the three months ended 30th June the 
tonnage of vessels entered and cleared with cargoes 
amounted respectively to 1,973,000 and 2,219,000, as com- 
pared with 2,089,000 and 2,126,000 in the corresponding 
period of last year. 





SIERRA LEONE. 





IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN 1928. 

The total value of imports into and exports from the 
Colony in 1928 was £2,054,507 and £1,829,093, as com- 
pared with £2,112,024 and £1,767,259 respectively in 1927, 
states the Sierra Leone Report for 1928 (H.M. Stationery 
Office, 1s. 3d. net). The chief groups of imports (apart 
from specie, £270,011) were articles mainly manufactured, 
£1,207 ,232; food, drink, and tobacco, £433,277; and raw 
materials and articles mainly manufactured, £140,231. 
Prominent individual imports were cotton piece-goods, 
£309,701; other cotton goods, £138,583; and coal, 28,933 
tons.

FRANCE. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—JULY. 


(From the British Ambassador.) 
PARIS. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first seven 
months of 1929 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 35,267 million francs, as against 30,270 million frs. in 
the first seven months of 1928, an increase of 4,997 
million frs., or about 17 per cent., while that of exports 
totalled 28,997 million frs., as against 29,193 million frs., 
a decrease of 196 million frs., or less than one per cent. 

Imports of foodstuffs rose by 1,588 million frs., of raw 
materials by 1,980 million frs., and of manufactured articles 
by 1,428 million frs., or 34 per cent. Exports of foodstuffs 
fell by 165 million frs., of raw materials by close on 15 
million frs., and of manufactured articles by about 163 
million frs. 

During the first seven months of the year there was an 
unfavourable balance of visible exchanges amounting to 
6,270 million frs., whereas during the first seven months of 
1928 the unfavourable balance was only 1,077 million frs. 
The situation was more favourable in July, however, than 
in the previous month, and the unfavourable balance was 
the lowest hitherto recorded this year, amounting to 
358 million frs., as against 816 million frs. in June and 
1,102 million frs. in May. 

As regards weight, imports in the first seven months of 
1929 amounted to 33,673,000 tons, as against 27,761,006 tons 
in the first seven months of last year, an increase of 5,912,000 
tons, or more than 21 per cent., and exports to 23,050,000 
tons, as against 23,554,000 tons, a decrease of 504,000 tons, 
or two per cent. Imports of foodstufis rose by 1,220,000 
tons, of raw materials by 4,285,000 tons, and of manu- 
factured articles by 406,000 tons, or about 54 per cent. 
Exports of foodstuffs fell by 209,000 tons and of raw 
materials by 383,000 tons, whereas in spite of the fall in 
value there was a rise of 88,000 tons in those of manu- 
factured articles.

The import figures show an increase of 152 million mks. 
This is, however, largely due to the Customs system 
of half-yearly collection of accounts for duties on goods 
which have actually been imported in the previous few 
months, but which are not included in the foreign trade 
statistics until the half-yearly accounts of the Customs 
authorities are made up. Apart from this “ paper” 
increase in the import figures, there has been an advance 
only in the import of foodstuffs, mainly wheat, which 
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rose by 66 million mks. The heavy increase in the 
import of wheat is largely due to the rushing in of consign- 
ments before the higher duties came into force on 10th July. 
The import. of raw materials and half-finished goods is 
shown as 28 million mks. higher than in June, but it is 
considered that the actual import decreased when the 
effect of the Customs half-yearly account system already 
mentioned is taken into account. The import of finished 
goods was slightly less. 

In exports there was an advance, mainly seasonal, of 
21 million mks. as compared with June. Raw materials 
increased by 16 million mks. and finished goods by 23 million 
mks. The rise in the export of raw materials was mainly 
in coal, coke and certain fertilisers, while in finished goods 
the increase was fairly evenly distributed. Exports of 
foodstuffs declined by 17 million mks., mainly in wheat and 
sugar. 

REPARATION DELIVERIES. 


Reparation deliveries amounted to 69 million mks., as 
against 63 million mks. in the previous month. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK. 

With the advance of the summer season, numerous signs 
are appearing that the influences that ordinarily cause a 
marked business recession at this time of year are not 
entirely without effect, reports the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany of New York. There was a slight decrease in employ- 
ment during June and July, and the industrial consump- 
tion of electrical energy indicates a moderate curtailment 
of operations. There has been some decline in steel pro- 
duction, although the iron and steel industry remained on 
an unsually high plane for late August. The output of 
automobiles has been decreasing moderately for some time, 
though the stimulation of sales by the introduction of new 
models apparently caused an upturn last month. Cotton 
consumption was somewhat smaller in July than in June. 
Retail trade reports indicate some slowing up since the 
beginning of August. Building activity increased sharply 
in July, but has declined in recent weeks. 

In most cases these declines are purely seasonal, and, 
adds the Company, serve merely to emphasise the excep- 
tional rates of activity that have been maintained through- 
out the summer. With the beginning of autumn at hand, 
the outlook is for a continuance of active industrial opera- 
tions and large trade volumes for some weeks to come. 
If no marked upturn is in prospect, it is only because the 
level of activity is already so high. 

Such a favourable forecast for the immediate future, it 
is contended by some students of the situation, must be 
coupled with a recognition of the fact that the present 
rate of business appears, in the longer perspective, too high 
to be maintained indefinitely. An examination of business 
fluctuations in recent years, it is maintained, indicates 
that the country is now on the crest of a business wave, 
and that the next major movement must be downward. 
When such a movement may appear and how much further 
expansion may take place in the meantime are matters of 
conjecture. 

A cable to the London office of the Company 
reports further that there has been some seasonal business 
curtailment in the United States during the last 
fortnight, but the level is still easily above that of 
a year ago. Steel demand is tapering off, but 
operations are still near capacity, unfilled orders being 
reduced. Business failures for the Week ended 2Ynd 
August were 338, against 289 in the preceding week and 
350 in the corresponding week last vear. Professor Irving 
Fisher’s commodity price index declined in the week ended 
22nd August for the fourth successive week; and was 
returned at 97 against 97-6 two weeks previously. 

Construction contracts awarded during the first half of 
August averaged 17,414,700 dollars daily, against 
24,164,300 dols. in the previous month and 19,147,000 dols. 
in August, 1928. Ordinary life insurance sales in July 
were 13 per cent. above a year earlier, the total for the 
seven months being 8 per cent. above January-July, 1928. 
The increase was general throughout the country. 

Automobile production in July was 500,331 units, against 
545,375 in the previous month and 392,086 in July, 1928. 
The total for the first seven months of the year was 
3,723,723, against 2,593,607 in the corresponding period of 
last year. Cotton spinning spindles in place on 31st July 
numbered 34,829,022, of which 30,395,858 operated during 
the month, as against 30,628,122 in the preceding month 
and 28,159,676 in July, 1928.

UNITED KINGDOM. 





MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN JULY, 1929. 
INCREASED Activity COMPARED WITH JULY, 1928. 


The net tonnage of vessels that arrived with cargo in 
the foreign trade during July, 1929, at ports of the 
United Kingdom was 7,126,000 tons, an increase of 9-2 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding figures for July, 
1928. Increases were recorded in the arrivals with cargo 
from the majority of the trading areas, of which the most 
noticeable were Northern Europe, Europe (Atlantic), West 
Indies and Central America, and the Atlantic Coast of 
North America. The few decreases were relatively small. 
The British arrivals increased by 354,000 tons, or 7:9 per 
cent., the German arrivals increased by 37,000 tons, or 
23-6 per cent., the Dutch arrivals increased by 57,000 tons, 
or 21:9 per cent. and the United States arrivals 
increased by 61,000 tons, or 19:2 per cent. Of the 
net tonnage of arrivals with cargo, 67:7 per cent. 
was British, as compared with 68-4 per cent. in 
July, 1928. The arrivals in ballast in the foreign 
trade during the month aggregated 4,683,000 net tons, an 
increase of 14-8 per cent. as compared with the total for 
July of the previous year. The British arrivals in ballast 
increased by 380,000 net tons, or 14-2 per cent., the 
German increased by 88,000 net tons, or 31-0 per cent., the 
Dutch increased by 34,000 net tons, or 14-1 per cent., and 
the French increased by 63,000 net tons, or 30-1 per cent. 
On the other hand, the Norwegian arrivals in ballast 
decreased by 34,000 net tons, or 23-0 per cent., and the 
United States arrivals in ballast decreased by 46,000 net 
tons, or 80-7 per cent. 


The net tonnage of vessels that departed with cargo in 
the foreign trade during July was 7,210,000 tons, an 
aggregate which was 749,000 tons, or 11-6 per cent., 
greater than that recorded in respect of July, 1928. 
Large increases were recorded in the departures with 
cargo for Northern Europe, Europe (Atlantic), and Central 
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and Eastern Mediterranean countries, while the only de- 
crease worthy of notice was that in respect of the 
departures for the Atlantic Coast of North America. The 
British departures with cargo increased by 465,000 tons, 
or 10-1 per cent., the Dutch increased by 27,000 tons, or 
10-8 per cent., and the French increased by 72,000 tons, 
or 31-0 per cent. The only decrease recorded in the 
principal nationalities was that in respect of the United 
States, which decreased by 25,000 tons, or 12-4 per cent. 
Of the net tonnage of departures with cargo, 70-6 per 
cent. was British, as compared with 71-6 per cent. in July, 
1928. The departures in ballast during the month of July, 
1929, totalled 4,385,000 net tons, an increase of 551,000 
tons, or 14-4 per cent., as compared with the departures 
during the corresponding month of the previous year. The 
chief increases were as follows: British, 256,000 tons, or 
10-9 per cent.; German, 119,000 tons, or 42-6 per cent. ; 
Dutch, 73,000 tons, or 31-6 per cent.; and United States, 
20,000 tons, or 12-5 per cent. There were no decreases. 


Comparing the totals for July, 1929, with those for July, 
1928, there was a general increase in the coasting trade. 
The arrivals and departures with cargo increased by 
13-2 per cent. and 88 per cent. respectively, and the 
arrivals and departures in ballast by 7:0 per cent. and 
7-8 per cent.

KIEL CANAL TRAFFIC IN JULY. 
(From the British Consul-General.) 
HAMBURG. 


The volume of traffic through the Kiel Canal during 
July showed an improvement over the preceding month 
with a record of 5,612 vessels, aggregating 2,542,519 net 
registered tons, passing through the Canal, as against 
1,478 vessels. Of the 5,612 vessels 2,816 were registered as 
sea-going steamers of 2,310,192 n.r. tons, and of these 2,679 
were cargo and passenger steamers of 2,304,399 n.r. tons, 
134 tugs of 5,406 n.r. tons, and 3 fishing steamers of 387 
n.r. tons. There were also 2,157 sailing vessels of 115,317 
n.r. tons, 141 lighters and barges of 56,098 n.r. tons, and 
198 naval and service and pleasure vessels of 60,912 tons.

Editors intend to build up the future editions. ‘The actual 
number of entries in this, the first issue of ‘‘ ATI,’’ is 12,120, 
spread over 1,485 towns of 27 different countries. Although 
Germany leads in the number of entries it is a pleasing 
feature to find England as a good No. 2, but while the

With reference to the notice which appeared in the 
‘“ Journal ” of 18th July (pages 78-9), the Board of Trade 
announce that India has acceded to the Anglo-Turkish 
modus-vivendi of 2nd June, 1929, the provisions of which 
accordingly apply between India and Turkey as from 5th 
August, 1929. 





GERMANY—ESTONIA. 





TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION. 

A Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Germany 
and Estonia was signed on 7th December, 1928, and came 
into force on 29th July, 1929. It is concluded for five 
years, and unless denounced six months before the expiry 
of that period will remain in force, subject to six months’ 
notice of termination by either Party. Should a Customs 
Union between Estonia and Latvia come into force, Estonia 
has the right, subject to three months’ notice, to terminate 
the operation of the special Customs concessions provided 
for in the Treaty, and Germany may then, on the same 
period of notice, withdraw her Customs concession. The 
operation of the rest of the Treaty will, in such an event, 
be unaffected. 

Under the provisions of the Treaty nationals of each of 
the Parties in the territories of the other will receive 
national and most-favoured-nation treatment in regard to 
commerce, industry and navigation, conditions of residence, 
and in taxation matters. Most-favoured-nation treatment 
will be granted in respect of the acquisition, possession and 
disposal of property. 

Companies duly constituted in the territories of one of 
the Parties will enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment in 
the territories of the other in regard to admission, the 
carrying on of business, and in all other respects. In 
addition, they will enjoy national treatment in taxation 
matters. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is provided for as 
regards import duties (including provisions for reduced 
duties on certain specified goods)* and export duties and 
Customs formalities generally, and the treatment of com- 
mercial travellers and their samples, and of goods in 
transit. Effect will be given to the Freedom of Transit 
Convention of 1921. 

Internal duties levied on the production, manufacture 
or consumption of the goods of one of the Parties in the 
territories of the other are not to be other or greater than 
those levied on national products or those of the most- 
favoured-nation. 

The Parties undertake not to impose any new import 
and export prohibitions except in cases where these 
measures may be necessary for the protection of public 
health, public safety, etc. This provision will cease to be 
valid when and while the International Convention on the 
Abolition of Import and Export Prohibitions and Restric- 
tions is in force in Germany and Estonia. 

National and most-favoured-nation treatment is provided 
for in all matters regarding ships and their cargoes, 
except in so far as the coasting trade is concerned. 

Provision is made for the early conclusion of agreements 
between the two Parties for the avoidance of double taxa- 
tion and the granting of legal protection and redress in 
taxation matters. 

The most-favoured-nation treatment clauses in the 
Treaty are not applicable to the following :— 

(a) Special privileges accorded to adjacent States 
to facilitate frontier traffic; 

(6) obligations undertaken in virtue of a Customs 
Union; 

(c) privileges accorded by agreements for the avoid- 
ance of double taxation, etc. ; 

(d) privileges accorded by Estonia to Finland, 
Latvia, Lithuania, or the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics so long as they are not accorded to a country 
other than those mentioned.

IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN FRUITS AND 
VEGETABLES PROHIBITED. 


Customs (Import Prohibition) Fruit and Vegetables 
Proclamation (No. 2), 1929, prohibits, as from the date of 
iis publication in the ‘‘ Gazette,’’ viz., llth July, 1929, 
the importation into the Colony of all fruits and vege- 
tables (except dried or processed fruits and vegetables, 
vrains, seeds and Irish potatoes) from all countries other 
than the United States of America, except such fruits 
and vegetables as are the products of the Dominion of 
Canada, the United Kingdom and Ireland, and which shall 
he accompanied by a certificate stating that such products 
are home grown. 





ZANZIBAR. 


CONTROL OF EXPORTATION OF 
AGRICULTURAL PRODUCE. 

The Agricultural Produce Export Decree, 1929 (No. 11 
of 1929), assented to on 26th July, 1929, and which is to 
come into operation on such date as shall be notified by 
the British Resident in the ‘‘ Gazette,’’ provides for the 
inspection and grading of agricultural produce to be ex- 
ported from the Protectorate and generally for the regula- 
tion of such export. 

The Decree prohibits the exportation of any agricultural 
produce unless such produce has been inspected in the 
manner prescribed by rules made under the Decree. 

The ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ of 27th July contains copy of 
the Draft Rules which it is intended to issue under the 
Decree for the purpose of controlling the exportation of

FRANCE. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN MATERIAL 
FROM GERMANY. 

The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ for 29th August contains 
4 Presidential Decree, dated 16th August, providing for 
the duty-free admission into France, under certain condi- 
tions, of material imported from Germany by the Société 
des forces hydrauliques du Sud (for the control of the Tech 


falls).

TOBACCO TAXES. 

H.M. Acting Consul-General at Rabat has forwarded 
copies of two Dahirs, dated 25th July and published in the

tax of 15 per cent. is imposed on the retail price of tobacco 
and kiff sold in the French zone of Morocco as from lst 
August. (On tobacco imported by individuals for their 
personal use, the 15 per cent. tax is levied at the time of

ROUMANIA. 


TAX ON CERTAIN IMPORTED AND 
EXPORTED GOODS. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
reports that, in virtue of the recent Road Law published in 
the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ for 6th August, new taxes have been 
instituted on certain goods imported into Roumania, as 
follows: 

On all mineral oils imported 4 lei per kilog. 
On all rubber tyres imported 10 per cent. ad valorem. 
On all exported goods (through whatever port exported) 
tax of 5 lei per ton is to be levied, except on calcareous 
stones, pyrites, iron ore, ground stone, gravel, sand and 
paving stones, on which the tax is to be 25 lei per ton. 
Parcels weighing less than 50 kilogs. are exempt from the

NEW TARE LAW. 

H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that the 
Roumanian Tare Law of 1916 has now been abrogated, 
and a new Tare Law has been promulgated and published 
in the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ for Ist August. 


The Law provides, inter alia, that all imported merchan- 
dise shall pay duty according to gross, legal net or real 
net weight. The articles included in each of these three 
classes are enumerated in Schedules A (gross weight), B 
(legal net weight), and C (real net weight), annexed to 
the Law. 

When goods are packed in double barrels or in double 
packing, the weight of the outside packing is to be deducted 
from the gross weight of the goods. Liquids in tank wagons 
are taxed on the real net weight.

DUTY ON POTATOES TEMPORARILY 
INCREASED. 

The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales’’ for 21st August con- 
tains a Decree of the Federal Council, dated 20th August 
and effective as from 26th August, which imposes a tem- 
porary supplementary duty of 2 francs per 100 kilogs. on 
potatoes imported into Switzerland. 





TUNIS. 


DUTY ON SOYA BEAN, ETC., OILS 
INCREASED. 

The ‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien’’ for 3lst July contains 
a Decree, dated 5th July, which increases to 175 francs 
per 100 kilogs. net the duty on sesame, earthnut, maize, 
sunflower, soya bean and other oils (excepting oil of sweet 
almonds and pistachio) originating in or coming from 
foreign (i.e., non-French) countries. The increased duty 
does not, however, apply to such oils if they are not comes- 
tible or if they have been rendered unfit for consumption 
by denaturation made, at the importer’s expense, under 
Customs supervision.

TARIFF REVISION: SENATE FINANCE 
COMMITTEE’S PROPOSALS. 

With reference to the notice under the above heading pub- 
lished in last week’s issue of the ‘‘ Journal’’ (pages 
250-1), the Board of Trade have now received from H.M. 
Ambassador at Washington copies of the print (released in 
America on 20th August) showing the amendments in the 
Dutiable and Free Lists of the Tariff Revision Bill (as 
passed by the House of Representatives) tentatively agreed 
upon by the majority (Republican) members of the Senate 
Finance Committee. This list of proposed amendments was 
subject to correction and change before the Bill was reported 
hy the Committee to the Senate, on 4th September. 

Particulars of the Tariff paragraphs affected by the pro- 
posed changes are given in the statement printed below, in 
the form of a comparison of the rates suggested by the 
Finance Committee with these at present in force (1.e., not 
the comparison given in the American print between the 
Finance Committee’s proposals and those of the House Bill). 
In many cases the Finance Committee recommend the dele- 
tion of amendments proposed in the House Bill, so that 
the present Tariff provisions would be maintained; these 
cases are indicated in the attached statement by the foot- 
note, ‘‘i.e., as in the present Tariff.’’

Provided further, That if any such wools imported under bond 
as above prescribed are used in the manufacture of articles 
other than rugs, carpets, or any other floor coverings, there 
shall be levied, collected, and paid on any such wools or hair 
so used in violation of the bond, in addition to the regular 
duties provided by this paragraph, [20] 50 cents per pound, 
which shall not be remitted or refunded on exportation of the 
articles or for any other reason.

SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE’S PROPOSALS 
REGARDING ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS. 


H.M. Ambassador at Washington also reports that the 
Majority members of the Finance Committee have come to 
a decision as regards certain of the Administrative Provi- 
sions of the Tariff Revision Bill. 

The most important of these decisions affects the basis of 
valuation for duty, the Majority members having approved 
the adoption of domestic valuation instead of foreign 
valuation. The text of the proposed Section 403, dealing 
with this plan (known as the Reed Plan) is as follows :— 


Section 403.—Domestic Value—Conversion of Rates. 
(a) Conversion of Rates by United States Tariff Commission. 


The United States Tariff Commission shall ascertain, with 
respect to each of the ad valorem rates of duty, and each of the 
rates of duty regulated by the value of the article, specified in 
this Act, an ad valorem rate (or a rate regulated by the value 
of the article, as the case may be) which if applied upon the 
basis of domestic value would have resulted as nearly as possible 
in the imposition, during the period from July 1, 1927, to 
June 30, 1929, both dates inclusive, of amounts of duty neither 
greater nor less than would have been collectible at the rates 
specified in this Act applied upon the basis of value defined in 
Section 402. 

(b) Report to Congress by Commission. 

The Commission shall, as soon as practicable, buf in no event 
later than January 1, 1932, submit a report to Congress setting 
forth the classes of articles with respect to which the conversion 
of rates has been made, together with the converted rates 
applicable thereto.

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(c) Data to be furnished by Secretary of Treasury and Secretary 
of Commerce. 

To assist the Commission in carrying out the provisions of 
this Section, the Secretary of the Treasury and the Secretary of 
Commerce are authorised and directed to furnish to the Com. 
mission, upon request, any data or information in the possession 
or control of their respective Departments relating to the 
importation, entry, appraisement, and _ classification of 
merchandise and the collection of duties thereon. 

(d) Definitions. 

When used in this Section (1) The term “ domestic value ”’ 
applied with respect to imported merchandise means : 

(a) the price at which, at the time of importation of the 
imported merchandise, such imported merchandise is freely 
offered for sale, packed ready for delivery, in the principal 
market of the United States to all purchasers, in the usual 
wholesale quantities and in the ordinary course of trade, or 

(6) if such imported merchandise is not so offered for 
sale, then an estimated value based upon the price at which 
merchandise, whether imported or domestic, comparable in 
construction or use with the imported merchandise, is so 
offered for sale, with such adjustments as may be necessary 
owing to differences in size, material, construction, texture 
and other differences. 

(2) The term “ Rate of duty regulated by the value of the 
article,’’ means a rate of duty regulated in any manner by the 
value of the article, and includes the value classification by 
which such rate is regulated. 

Other matters agreed upon in the Administrative Section 
include the substantial approval of the House Bill provisions 
altering the ‘‘ flexible tariff’’ formula from differences in 
costs of production to differences in conditions of competi- 
tion. The power to change rates by Presidential Proclama- 
tion under the “ flexible tariff ’’ provisions is retained. The 
Majority members of the Senate Finance Committee have, 
however, rejected the House Plan for vesting in the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury the final decision in cases of disputed 
foreign value (see Section 402 (b) of the Bill, quoted in 
the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 23rd May, page 654), and propose to allow 
appeal to the Courts.

—A firm of export agents in the United Kingdom, with 
branches in various South American republics, is desirous of 
securing the representation for Argentina, Uruguay, Brazil, 
Chile and Peru of a Manchester producer of cotton textiles, 
not keeping stocks, but sescaiatedl with the requirements of 
the above-mentioned markets. The same firm is also desirous 
of securing the representation, for Chile only, of a wholesale 
house (not manufacturer) for women’s dress woollens. (Ref.
